The following Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha on 7th August, 1992 : 

BILL No. 130 OF 1992 


A Bill to provide for the establishment and incorporation of a University , for 

the North -Eastern region for the development of agriculture and 
for the furtherance of the advancement of learning and prosecution 
of research in agriculture and allied sciences in that region . 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty -third Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Central Agricultural University 
Act , 1992 .

2 . In this Act , and in all Statutes made hereunder , unless the context

A copy of any receipt, application , notice , order , proceeding , reso 
lution of any authority or Committee of the University , or other docu

1. ( 1 ) The Chancellor shall be appointed by the Visitor from a panel of 
not less than three persons recommended by the Board from amongst persons 
of eminence in education in general and agricultural sciences in particular : 

Provided that if the Visitor does not approve of any of the persons so 
recommended he may call for fresh recommendations from the Board ,

be eligible for reappointment: 

Provided that notwithstanding the expiry of his term of office , the Chan 
cellor shall continue to hold office until his successor enters upon his office.

2 . ( 1 ) The Vice -Chancellor shall be appointed by the Visitor from a 
panel of not less than three persons who shall be recommended by a Com 
mittee as constituted under clause ( 2 ) : 

Provided that if the Visitor does not approve of any of the persons 
included in the panel, he may call for a fresh panel .

and no charge shall fall on the Vice -Chancellor in respect of the mainte 
nance of such residence . 


(ü ) Thc Vice -Chancellor shall be entitled to such terminl benelits 
and allowances as may be fixed by the Board with the approval of the 
Visitor from time to time: 


Provided that where an employee of the University or a college or 
an institution maintained by it , or ot :iny other University or any Institu 
tion maintained by or affiliated to such other University , is appointed as 
the Vice - Chancellor, he may be allowed to continue to contribute to any 
provideñit fund of which he is # member and the University shall contri 
bute to the account of such person in that provident fund at the same 
rate at which the person had been contributing immediately before his 
appointment as the Vice - Chancellor : 


Provided further that where such employce had been a member 
of any pension scheme, the University shall make the necessary contribu 
tion to such scheme. 

( iii) The Vice - Chancellor shall be entitled to travelling allowance at 
such rates as may be fixed by the Board .

Provided that if the Vice - Chancellor assumes or relinquishies charge 
of the office of the Vice -Chancellor during the currency of a half year, 
the leaye shall be credited proportionately at the rate of two and - half 
days for each completed month of service .

Council shall , in addition to all other powers vested in it , huve the fol 
lowing powers , namely :

Terms and conditions of service and code of conduct oj the teuchers, etc. 


23 . ( 1 ) All the teachers and other academic staff of the University 
shall , in the absence of any agreement to the contrary, be governed by the 
terms and conditions of service and code of conduct is are specificd in the 
Statutes , the Ordinances and the Regulusions , 

( 2 ) Every tcaclır and member erf the acadanuc staff of the Universiig 
shall be appointed on a written contract, the form of which shall be pres 
cribed by the Ordinances. 


( 3 ) A copy of every contrict referred to in Lause (2 ) shall be deposited 
with the Registrar . 


Terms and conditions of service and code of conduct of other employees 

24 . All the employees of the University , other than the teachers and 
other academic staff of the Universiiy , shall , in ile i nie of way contract 
to the contrary , he governed by the teros id conditions of service and 
code of conduct as are specified in the Statutes, the Ordinances and the 
Regulations. 


Seniority list 

25 , ( 1) Whenever, in accordance with the Statutes , any person is to 
hold an offico or be a member of an authority of the University hy rotation 
according to seniority , such seniority shall be deterinined according to the 
length of continuous service of such person in his grade and , in accordance 
with such other principles as the Board may , from time to time, prcscribc . 


( 2 ) It shall be the duty of the Registrar to prepare and maintain , in 
respect of each class of persons to whom the provisions of these Statules 
apply , a complete and up -to -date seniority list in accordance with the provi 
sions of clause ( 1 ) . 


( 3 ) If two or more persons have equal length of continuous service in 
a particular grade or the relative seniority of any person or persons is other 
wise in doubt, the Registrar may, on his own motion and shall, at the request 
of any such person , submit the matter to the Board whose decision thereon 
shall be final. 


Romeral or employees of the University 

26 . ( 1 ) Where there is an allegation of misconduct against a teacher, 
a member of the academic staff or other employee of the University . the 
Vice - Chancellor , in the case of the teacher or member of the academic 
staff, and the authority competent to appoint (hereinafter referred to as 
the appointing authority ) in the case of other employee, may by order

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the terms of the contrict of 
arpointment or of any other terms and condilions of service of the couplnycos, 
17 : Board in respect of teacher ud other academic staff , and the ppoin 
int authority , in respect of other cmployces, shall have the power to tenlive 
a teacher or a member of the academic staff , or as the cas : may be , the 
employees on grounds of misconduct. 


(3 ) Save is foresaid , the Board , or 25 the case may be, the appointing 
authority , shall not bu cntitled to remove any teacher, member of the acade 
mic staff or other employee except for a good cause and after giving three 
roonths notiie or on payment of three months salary in lieu thereof. 


(4 ) No tuacher, member of the academic staf or other cinpuyes shall be 
removed under clause ( 2 ) or clause ( 3 ) unless he has been given a reason 
ablc opportunity of showing cause nguinist the action proposed to be taken 
in regard to him , 

(5) The removal of a teacher, member of the academic staff or other cm 
ployee shall take effect from the date on which the order of removal is made : 

Provided that where the teacher, member of the academic staff or other 
employee is under suspension at the time of his rcmoval, such removal shall 
tahe effect from the date on which he was placed under suspension . 

(6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing provisions of this 
Statutc , a teacher, member of the academic staff or other employee may 
rosign , - 

(a ) if he is a permanent cmployee, only after giving threc months 
notice in writing to the Board or the appointing authority, as the case 
may be , or hy paying three month s salary in lieu thereof; 

(b ) if he is not a permanent employce, only after giving one month s 
notice in writing to the Board or , as the case may be, the appointing 
authority or by paying one month s salary in lieu thereof . 

Provided that such resignation shall take effect only on the date on 
which the resignation is accepted by the Board or the appointing authority, 
as the case may be . 


Honorary degrees 


27 . ( 1 ) The Board may , on the recommendation of the Academic Council 
and by a resolution passed by a majority of not less than two -thirds of the 
memberg present and voting, make proposals to the Visitor for the confer 
ment of honorary degrees : 


Provided that in case of emergency, the Board may , on its own motion , 
make such proposals . 
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( 2 ) The Board inay, by a resolution passed by a majority of not less 
than two- thirds of the members present and voting, withdraw , with the pre 
vious sanction of the Visitor, any honorary degree conferred by the University. 


Withdrawal of degrees, etc . 


28 . The Board may, by a special resolution passed by a majority of not 
less than two- thirds of the members present and voling, withdraw any degree 
or academic distinction conferred on , or any certificate or diploma granted 
to , any person by the University for good and sufficient cusc :

Provided that no such resolution shall be passed until a notice in writing

Maintenance of discipline among students of the University 


29 . ( 1 ) All powers relating to discipline and disciplinary action in rela 
tion to students of the University shall rest in the Vice-Chancellor.

( 2 ) The Vice - Chancellor may dclegate all or any of his powers 
deems proper to such oflicers as he may specify in this behalf. 


( 3 ) Without prejudice to the generality of his powers relating to the 
inaintenance of discipline and taking such action , as may seem to him appro 
priate for the maintenance of discipline, the Vice - Chancellor may, in exerciso 
of his powers, by order , direct that any student or studenly be expelled , or 
rusticated , for a specified period , or be not admitted to a coursc or courses 
of study in a college, institution or Department of the University for a stated 
period , or be punished with fine for an amount to be specified in the order , 
or be debarred from taking an examination or cxaminations conducted by 
the University , college, institution or Department for one or more years, of 
that the results of the student or students conce11.cd in the examination or 
examinations in which he or they have appeared be cancelled , 


( 4 ) The Deans of colleges, institutions and Heads of teaching Depart 
ments in the University shall have the authority to exercise all such discipli 
nary powers over the students in their respective colleges , institutions and 
teaching Departments in the University as may be necessary for the proper 
conduct of such colleges, institutions and teaching in the Departments . 


(5 ) Without prejudice to the powers of the Vice -Chancellor, the Deans 
and other persons sp -cified in clause ( 4 ), detailed rules of discipline and 
proper conduct shall be made by the University . The Deans of colleges, 
institutions and Heads of teaching Departments in the University may also 
make the supplementary rules as they deem nccessary for the aforesaid 
purposes. 
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(6 ) At the time of admission , every student shall be required to sign 
a declaration to the effect that be submits himself to the disciplinary juris 
diction of the Vice -Chancellor and other authoritics of the University , 


Maintenance of discipline among students of collcges, etc . 

30 . All powers relating to discipline and disciplinary action in relation 
to students of a college or an institution maintained by the University , shall 
vest in the Dean of the college or institution , as the case niay be, in accord 
ance with the procedure prescribed by the Ordinances. 


Advisory Committee 

31. Every college or institution maintained by the University shall have 
an Advisory Committee consisting of not more than fifteen persons which 
shall consist of, among others , three teachers including the Dean of the college 
or institution , and two teachers of the University nominated by the Board . 


Convocations 


32 . Convocations of the University for the conferring of degrees or for 
other purposes shall be held in such manner as may be prescribed by the 
Ordinancos 


Acting Chairman 


33. When no provision is made for a Chairman to preside over a me 
eting of any authority of the University or any committee of such 
authority or when the Chairman so provided for is absent, the rnen 
bers present shall elect one from among themselves to preside at such 
meeting. 


Resignation 


34 . Any meniber, other than an ex officio member of the Board , Acade 
mic Council or any other authority of the University or any committees of 
such authority may resign by letter addressed to the Registrar and the 
resignation shall take effect as soon as such letter is received by the 
Registrar , 


Disqualifications 


35 . ( 1 ) A person shall be disqualified for being chosen as , and for 
being, a member of any of the authorities of the University, - , 


(i) if he is of unsound mind ; 
( ii ) if he is an undischarged insolvent; 


(iii ) if he has been convicted by a court of law of an offence involv 
ing moral turpitude and sentenced in respect thereof to imprisonment for 
a period of not less than six months. 


(2 ) If any question arises as to whether a person is or had been subjected 
to any of the disqualifications mentioned in clause ( 1 ) , the question shall be 
referred to the Visitor and his decision thereon shall be final and no suit or 
other proceeding shall lie in any civil court against such decision . 
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Residence condition for membership and office 


36 . Notwithstanding anything contained in the Statutes, a person who is 
not ordinarily resident in India shall be eligible to be an officer of the 
University or a member of any authority of the University . 


Membership of authorities by virtue of membership of other bodies 


37. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Statutes, a person who 
holds any post in the University or is a member of any authority of the 
University in his capacity as a member of a particular authority or as the 
holder of a particular appointment shall hold such office or membership only 
for so long as he continues to be a member of that particular authority or 
the holder of that particular appointment, is the case may he . 


Alumni Association 

38. ( 1 ) There shall he an Alumni Association for the University . 


( 2 ) The subscription for membership of the Alumni Association shall 
be prescribed by the Ordinances . 


( 3 ) No member of the Alumni Association shall be entitled to vote or 
stand for election unless he has been a member of the Association for at least 
une year prior to the date of the election and is a degree holder of the 
University of at least five years standing : 


Provided that the condition relating to the completion of one year s mem 
bership shall not apply in the case of the first election . 


Students Council 

39. (1 ) There shall be constituted in the University, a Students 
Council for every academic year, consisting of 

(1) the Director instruction who shall be the Chairman of the Students 
Council ; 


( ii ) all students who have won prizes in the previous academic year 
in the fields of studies, fine arts, sports and extension work ; 


(ili ) twenty students to be nominated by the Academic Council on 
the basis of merit in studies, sports, activities and all -round develop 
ment of personality ; 


Provided that any student of the University shall have the right to bring 
up any matter concerning the University before the Studente Council if so 
permitted by the Chairman , and he shall have the right to participate in the 
discussions at any meeting when the matter is taken up for consideration . 


( 2 ) The functions of the Students Council shall be to make suggestions 
to the appropriate authorities of the University in regard to the programmes 
of studies, students welfare and other matters of importance in regard to the 
working of the University in general and such sugestions shall be made on 
the basis of consensus of opinion . 


( 3 ) The Students Council shall meet at least once in an academic 
preferably in the beginning of that year 


year 
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Ordinances how made 


40. (1 ) The first Ordinances made under sub -section (2 ) of section 27 
may be amended or repealed at any time by the Board in the manner 
specified below . 


(2 ) No Ordinance in respect of the matters enumerated in section 27, 
other than those enumerated in clause (n ) of sub -section ( 1) thereof, shall 
be made by the Board unless a draft of such Ordinance has been proposed 
by the Academic Council. 


( 3 ) The Board shall not have power to amend any draft of any Or 
dinance proposed by the Academic Council under clause (2 ) , but may 
reject the proposal or return the draft to the Academic Council for 
reconsideration , either in whole or in part, together with any amend 
ment which the Board may suggest . 


( 4 ) Where the Board has rejected or returned the draft of an Ordinance 
proposent by the Academic Council , the Academic Council may consider the 
question afresh and in case the original draft is reaffirmed by a majority 
of not less than two-thirds of the members present and voting and more 
than half the total number of members of the Academic Council, the draft 
may be sent back to the Board which shall either adopt it or refer it to the 
Visitor whose decision shall be final.. 


(5) Every Ordinance made by the Board shall come into effect immediately . 


(6 ) Every Ordinance made by the Board shall be submitted to the 
Visitor within two weeks from the date of its adoption . The Visitor shall 
have the power to direct the University within four weeks of the receipt of 
the Ordinance to suspend the operation of any such Ordinance and he shall , 
as soon as possible , inform the Board about his objection to the proposed 
Ordinance. The Visitor may , after receiving the comments of the University , 
either withdraw the order suspending the Ordinance or disallow the Ordinance, 
and his decision shall be final.

Regulations 

41. ( 1 ) The authorities of the University may make Regulations consis 
tent with the Act, the Statutes and the Ordinances for the following 
matters , namely : -- - 


(i) laying down the procedure to be observed at their meetings and 
the number of members required to form a quorum ; 


( ii ) providing for all matters which are required by the Act, the 
Statutes or the Ordinances to be prescribed by Regulations ; 


( iii) providing for all other matters concerning such authorities 
or committees appointed by them and not provided for by the Act, the 
Statutes or the Ordinances . 


(2 ) Every authority of the University shall make Regulations providing 
for the giving of notice to the members of such authority of the dates of 
meeting and of the business to be considered at meetings and for the keeping 
of a record of the proceedings of Deetings . . 
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( 3 ) The Board may direct the amendment in such manner as it may 
specify , of any Regulation made under the Statutes or the annulment of any 
such Regulation , 


Delegation of powers 


42. Subject to the provisions of the Act and the Statutes , any officer 
or authority of the University may delegate his or its powers to any other 
officer or authority or person under his or its respective control and subject 
to the condition that overall responsibility for the exercise of the powers so 
delegated shall continue to vest in the officer or authority (lelegating such 
powers . 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Since the establishment of the first Agricultural University at Pantnagar 
in Uttar Pradesh , all the States cxcept eight have established Agricultural 
Universities . Though each State was encouraged to set up an Agricultural 
University, the size and population of States in North - Eastern Region do not 
warrant a separate Agricultural University for each State in that Region . 


2 . The manpower requirement by 2000 AD for all North - Eastern States 
excluding Assam is estimated to be 500 agricultural graduates and 300 cach 
in other areas of specialisation as horticulture, forestry , animal production , 
veterinary science, fishers, agricultural cngineering and home science. 


3. The Indian Council of Agricultural Research had appointed a Com 
mitteo under the National Agricultural Research Project to study the agricul 
tural vast potential for agricultural development and , if tapped properly, could 
load to increased agricultural production and productivity which will ultimately 
lead to prosperity and well being of the people . 


4 . Based on economic and population considerations, poor production 
and productivity in the Region , the Committee had recommended for estab 
lisbient of a Central Agricultural University for that Region to be fully 
funded and technically supported by the Indian Council of Agricultural Research , 


5 . With the establishment of the Central Agricultural University , a long 
and cherished desire of the people in the region will be fulfilled for the fur 
thorance of the advancement of learning and prosecution of the research in 
agriculture and allied sciences in that Region , 


6 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objectives ,

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 3 of the Bill provides for the establishment of the Central 
Agricultural University at Imphal in Manipur. The total estimated expenditure 
on the establishment of the Central Agricultural University would be appro 
ximately Rs, 64 .30 crores. A major part of this expenditure is likely to be 
incurred during the Eighth Plan period . The balance amount would spill over 
into the subsequent Plans.

2 . The above mentioned expenditure will be met by the Indian Council of 
Agricultural Research from its plan allocation , 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 26 of the Bill provides for the first Statutes as specified in the 
Schedule to the Bill . It also empowers the Board to make , amend or repeal 
the Statutes of the University subject to the essent of the Visitor. Sub -clause (5 ) 
of the aforesaid clause empowers the Visitor to amend or repeal the Statules of 
the University during the period of three years immediately after the commence 
ment of the Act. Sub -clause (6 ) of the said clausc empowers the Visitor to direct 
the University to make provisions in the Statutes in respect of any matter spe 
cified by him and if the Board is unable , to implement such directions within 
sixty days of its receipt, the Visitor may after considering the request, if any , 
communicated by the Board for its inability to comply with such directions, 
make or amend or repeal the Statutes . 

2 . The matters in respect of which the Board and the Visitor may make, 
amend or repeal Statutes include the constitution powers and functions of 
the authorities of the University , the appointment of officers and teachers 
of the University , the conditions of service of the employees of the Uni 
versity and matters connected therewith . 

3 . Clause 27 (2 ) of the Bill empowers thc Vicc-Chancellor to make the 
first Ordinances of the University with the previous approval of the Central 
Government. It also provides that the Ordinances so made may be amended 
or repealed at any time by the Board in the manner prescribed by the Statutes . 
The Ordinances may also be made , amended or repealed in respect of matters 
relating to admission of students, courses of study , medium of instruction and 
examination . Board of Studies, special centres, specialised laboratories and the 
manner of cooperatiou and collaboration with other Universities and authori 
ties, the management of colleges and institutions establimetd by the University 
and such other matters . 

4 . Clause 28 of the Bill enables the authoritics of the University to make 
Regulations consistent with the provisions of the Act . 

5. The matters for which Statutes, Ordinances or Regulations may be 
made relate to matters of procedure. Every Stalute , Ordinance and Re 
gulation is required to be laid before each House of Parliament. The 
delegation of legislative power is therefore of a normal character .
